SAFELY AT R0ST0X. 


Great Storm in New E ngland—M ayor 
H arrison and the A narchists 
—F ig h t in Louisiana.

AN A GONIZING RUM OR. 


R e p o rted Loss ol a C uim rd S team er—She 
A rriv es Safely. 
B oston, A pril 3d—1 a. m.—A report 
w as received at th e C unard steam ship 
office, in this city, at a late h o u r last even­ 
ing, th a t th e steam er Scythia, of th e C anard 
Line, had gone ashore in the breakers off 
Scituate, som e six m iles from M inott’s 
L ight, ju st before dusk. 
I t is also reported 
th at at th e tim e of th e disaster a blinding 
snow -storm w as prevailing, accom panied 
by a terrific gale, and th a t th e sea was sim ­ 
ply w ild w ith fury. 
T he Scythia has over 
¡<00 souls 0 1 1 board, including passengers 
and crew, an d a great loss of life is re­ 
ported. 


A TRAIN STARTS FOR TH E SCENE. 
B oston, A pril 3d—2:15 a. m.—A train 
has been sent out by th e O ld C olony road 
for th e point nearest Scituate, w here the 
steam er 8cythia is ashore, 
A num ber of 
reporters have gone on th is train , b u t p ar­ 
ticulars are not likely to be received before 
m orning. 
U p to this h o u r no additional 
facts have reached here, although every 
effort has been m ade to secure som e ad ­ 
ditional details. 
T he first and only infor­ 
m ation of th e disaster w as brought to the 
city by th e last train from Scituate. 


THE REPORTERS FIND NO WRECK. 
B oston, A pril 3d.—T he startlin g rum or 
of a disaster on the coast at Scituate to the 
C unard steam er Scythia, th e circulation of 
w hich created a trem endous sensation in 
this city last night, has been proven to he 
false. 
O w ing to th e fact th a t telegraphic 
com m unication w ith th e south shore had 
been in terru p ted by th e storm , it was 
im possible last n ig h t eith er to confirm 
the ru m o r o r 
to 
disprove 
it. 
T he 
circum stances w ere so peculiarly favorable 
to a belief in the tru th of th e report, how ­ 
ever, th at A gent M artin, o f th e C unard 
C om pany, rath er ib a n endure the su s­ 
pense, determ ined to ch arter a special 
train and go a t once to th e locality of the 
alleged w reck. 
T h e train leit th e Old 
Colony station a t 3:15 a. m. w ith M r. M ar­ 
tin and th irty reporters on board, and a r­ 
rived a t S cituate at 4:15. 
T hen the party 


TRAMPED THROUGH TIIREE MILES OF SNOW 
DRIFTS 
To th e beaeli, w here, the sun having risen, 
a clear view o f a long stretch of coast was 
obtained. 
T h ere was no sign o f a wreck 
in an y direction. 
T he sea was trem en ­ 
dously high, the w aves breaking over the 
tops o f cliffs fifty feet high. 
H aving been 
convinced o f th e falsity o f the ru m o r con­ 
cerning th e S cythia th e p arty retu rn ed at 
once to B oston. 
H ow th e ru m o r originated is not know n, 
b u t th ere is no doubt it was generally be­ 
lieved to be true last n ight. 
T he Scythia 
w as expected to arrive yesterday, and this 
fact, taken in connection w ith th e terrible 
gale th a t had been prevailing on the coast 
for forty-eight hours, caused a w idespread 
feeling of apprehension.

Boston, A pril 3d—p. m.—T he steam er 
S cythia arrived at h er dock safely soon 
after 5 o’clock to-night. 


T U B BLEA K ATLANTIC. 


T errific Snow -storm an d G ale in New 
E n g la n d —G reat D am age. 
B oston, A pril 3d.—A t an early ho u r on 
F rid ay n ig h t a violent snow -storm set in 
very generally th ro u g h o u t New E ngland, 
accom panied, particularly along the coast, 
by a heavy gale. 
R eports from G loucester, 
I’rovincetow n, and other prom inent’parts,"1 
indicate th e storm as being the m ost severe 
for m any years, if not altogether w ithout 
precedent. 
F o r th irty -six hours th e w ind 
m ain tain ed a velocity o f (50 to NO m iles an 
hour. 
From eight inclies to a foot and a 
h a lf of snow has fallen. 
M any reports 
have been received o f dam age to buildings 
and trees from th e w eight of the snow . 
A t Block Island the gale w as sim ply 
terrible. 
T he beach is strew n w ith w reck­ 
age from tlie schooner P athfinder, w hich 
w ent ashore at th e breakw ater. 
T he Old 
Colony boat could not leave F all R iver for 
New Y ork because o f th e terrific sea out­ 
side. I’rovinoetow n reports the w eather so 
th ick th a t lights cannot be seen 5(8) yards 
from th e shore. 
T he harb o r is full of 
vessels, b u t no reports of disasters have 
been received. 
G loucester reports tw o feet o f snow fall­ 
ing. 
T he w eather th ere is so th ick th at 
n o th in g can be seen of th e craft in the 
h arbor. 
T he steam er K atahdid, from Ber- 
ton to B angor, w ith 120 passengers, p u t in 
a t P ortsm outh harb o r and landed her pas­ 
sengers at New Castle. 
T he sea w as to 
terrific th a t h er officers w ere convinced 
th a t she w ould never reach h er destination. 
A t N ew port th e gale w as also terrific, and 
trips of boats w ere suspended. 
In Boston th e streets are filled up w ith 
snow , and street ear traffic is retarded, 
w hile on all the railroads th roughout New 
E ngland train s are very m uch dolnyed. 
A dvices from Sandw ich and C hatham 
state th at the storm along th e coast was the 
m ost severe by far for ten years. 
T ele­ 
graph and telephone com m unication w ith 
th e shore is com pletely cut oft, th e w ires 
being prostrated by th e heavy gales. 
T he 
w ind has blow n terribly all day from the 
northeast, and show s no signs of abating. 
Its force is so great th a t it is alm ost im ­ 
possible for pedestrians to be about. 
A 
trem endous sea is ru n n in g , and th e b lin d ­ 
ing snow m akes navigation extrem ely d an­ 
gerous.

THE DEL MONTE FIRE. 


T o tal D estru ctio n o t th e M agnificent no-* 
t* i a t M onterey. 
A s stated in a telegram to th e R e co rd - 
U njon ol Saturday, received at 2:30 a . m. 
on th a t m orning, th e beautiful H o tel D el 
M onte, situated on th e picturesque h ay o f 
M onterey, w ss b n m ed abont m id n ig h t on 
F riday. 
W ith in an h o u r from th e tim e 
th e tire started tb e m agnificent stru ctu re 
was bu rn ed to th e ground. 
F o rtu n ately 
th e large n u m b er of guests escaped w ith 
th eir lives, although m an y lost all th e ir 
clothing and 
valuables, am ounting, 
in 
m an y in d ividual cases, to th o u san d s o f 
dollars. 
V arious accounts are given of th e 
progress of the fire an d o f th e m an y scenes 
connected w ith h airb read th escapes, etc.; 
but the follow ing, from the CalCs report, 
contains a pretty accurate account ot th e 
catastrophe in a few w o rd s: 
j. c. Marshall's statement. 
J. U. M arshall, of P h ilad elp h ia, in re la t­ 
ing his exp’erience, said th a t h e w as th e 
only guest about th e house w ho h ad n o t 
retired at th e tim e th e fire broke out. 
H e 
discovered th e sm oke in th e hallw ay at a 
q u arter past 11 o’clock and gave the alarm 
to th e n ig h t clerk. 
O ther em ployes w ere 
aw akened and a search lo r th e fire was 
m ade, b u t n o alarm w as given, as it w as 
supposed to be on ly a chim ney blaze. 
Soon th e fitc was located in the basem ent 
near th e barber shop an d w ater closets, an d 
in a few m inutes llam es shot forth from 
several places w idely ap art. 
T h e alarm 
was a t once given an d a scene o f tu rm o il 
th a t beggared description follow ed as th e 
terrified inm ates rushed from th e b u rn in g 
building in undress. T h ere w ere about 350 
guests and over 100 servants in the hotel, 
and each w as try in g to save som ething. 
W hen everybody w as out an attem p t w as 
m ade lo save th e building, b ut it w as 
soon 
m anifest th a t 
th a t 
wa3 
im pos­ 
sible, 
and 
th e 
efforts 
of 
th e 
em ­ 
ployes an d such of th e guests as chose to 
help tte in w ere directed to saving som e of 
th e fu rn itu re, an d n early everything in 
the an n ex was gotten out. 
A s m an y of 
th e 
guests 
had scarcely an y clothing, 
blankets an d coverlets w ere distributed 
am ong th em , an d th ey w ere m ade as com ­ 
fortable as possible. 
A great n u m b er of 
rough-looking natives soon appeared upon 
th e scene an d began to carry off bc-d-c!o'.hes, 
tru n k s, o r w hatever else cam e h an d y , n o 
one attem p tin g to p revent th em , an d m an y 
of the guests w ho got th eir th in g s out w ere 
chagrined to find tn a t bad been carried off 
by these plunderers. 
A s soon as th e ex ­ 
citem ent h ad subsided a little, th e clu b ­ 
house an d railroad station w ere opened 
and th e sh ivering people crow ded in . 
A 
train ol' cars was also gotten in and th ere a 
n u m b er also took refuge, so th a t no one 
actually suffered, th e n ig h t n o t being re­ 
ally cold. 
B u t th ere w as n ot m u ch sleep­ 
ing done by an y one. 
T h e disconsolate 
crow d w ere fed in th e stables, and th en a 
large n u m b er left for San Francisco, som e 
rem ain in g to try an d rind theii baggage. 


THE m a n a g e r ’s OPINION. 
S u p erintendent Basset received a dispatch 
as follow s from th e scene o f th e disaster: 
Monterey. April 2,1887. 
A. C. Bassett: Mr. Schoemvald thinksthat the 
lire was set, as it started under the floor of the 
lobby, where 1 here was nothing for a tire to 
originate itself. The lirst warning was received 
at tl:45 P. m., when the tire broke through the 
floor, and in a lew minutes the main part of the 
building was filled with smoke. We only had 
time to arouse the gnests. many of whom barely 
got out ot the building in their night clothes. 
We saved considerable of the furniture from the 
new addition. There was no pressure to the 
water and we could not force the stream to the 
ccilii g of the first floor. 
WHAI, COLONEL CROCKER SAYS. 
Colonel Charles F . C rocker said th a t all 
h e knew ab o u t th e disaster was th a t the 
house was bu rn ed and th at, from a ll ac­ 
counts h e firm ly believed th e fire was the 
w ork o f an incendiary. 
T h e first notifica­ 
tion o f th e destruction o f th e Del M onte 
was w hen he was called out o f bed at 
3 o’clock S aturday an d told th a t th e sea­ 
side resort was en tirely destroyed. 
T h e 
hotel w ith its eq u ip m en ts cost ab o u t $350,­ 
000 and w as n o t insured. 
“ T h e fire originated in a place w here a 
fire was never started, an d w here n o m a­ 
terial of an in fiam tu ah 'e n a tu re w as stored, 
an d for th at-rcaso n -Á th in k th a t th e cun 
fiagration was th e w ork o f an incendiar}',” 
said Mr. Crocker. 
“ W hen th e w ater w as 
tu rn ed on in th e pipes it w onld n o t carry 
to th e second story, an d th a t fact convinces 
m e th a t there was so m ething rad ically 
w rong, for th e reason th at w e h ad th e 
finest system o f w ater w orks connected 
w ith the hotel th a t can be found on th e 
Pacific coast. 
W e h ave decided to com ­ 
m ence th e reconstruction o f th e h o tel im ­ 
m ediately. 
T h e new building w ill be on 
th e sam e p lan as th e old one, b u t w e w ill 
probably add an o th er story, as we fou n d 
th a t th e old hotel was en tirely too sm a ll to 
accom m odate th e guests.” 
WORK TO BEGIN AT ONCF.. 
T im o th y H op k in s said lie had in stru cted 
th e architect, to begin w ork im m ed iately 
on th e plans for th e new hotel, and a large 
force o f m en w ould com m ence clearing 
aw ay th e debris from th e scene of th e fire 
on M onday. 
M r. H o p k in s said th a t w h ile 
th e hole! was o f course a serious loss to th e 
com pany, th ey were satisfied so long as n o 
lives w ere lost in th e disaster. 
T h e hotel 
w ould h ave done an im m ense b u siness 
th is ram m er, as several carloads of to u rists 
w ere alread y on th eir w ay to M onterey. 
“ T he new ho tel,” M r, H o p k in s said, “ w ill 
certainly be finished w ith in six m o n th s, 
and in the m eantim e the to u ris's wi 11 I e 
accom m odated at th e new hotel at Pacific 
Grove, w hich w ill be throw n open to th e 
public on th e 1st o f n ex t m o n th .”

IRRIGATION 
IN VALLEY 
HILLS. 
AND FOOT- 


The last Legislature passed a law au­ 
thorizing the formation of irrigation dis­ 
tricts. 
Under th at Act steps are being 
taken to organize a district on the west 
side of the Sacramento river to carry water 
where needed between Suisun bay and the 
northern part of Colusa. 
It will he based 
upon plans for a canal as surveyed in 
1884, and which will take its water in part 
from the surplus of the Sacramento river, 
and in part from Stony and from other 
creeks rising in the Coast range. On the hy­ 
pothesis that no such taking will he so car­ 
ried out as to injure the river, and the as­ 
surance th at the projectors do not contem­ 
plate any action th at would affect the nav­ 
igability of the stream, the scheme be­ 
comes one of the highest importance, and 
is pregnant with great results for one of 
the richest divisions of the great Sacra­ 
mento valley. 
In discussing th e measure 
some two years ago the feeling of many 
was that too heavy a draught m ight be 
made upon the river, and all objections to 
it were accompanied by the reservation 
th at the plan was advisable if it would not 
do injury to the stream. 
T his is now 
pretty well settled. 
The low-water stage 
in the river does not, say the engineers, 
set in until a time when there is little or 
no demand for water for irrigation. 
Such 
as would then lie taken, it is now estab­ 
lished, would have no m aterial inHuenee 
upon the stream, more than the taking hy 
this city for domestic purposes. 
To put 
w ater upon the section referred to will 
create property values in excess of present 
values—probably £30,000,000. 
Tills addi­ 
tion to property wealth outweighs the cost 
of the canals and their maintenance so 
greatly, th at absolutely it cuts no figure. 
The benefits to flow to the valley from this 
improvement would compensate for any 
outlay possible to the scheme. 
The work 
will give to all the section affected popu­ 
lation and wealth probably greater than 
th at of any six counties of N orthern Cali­ 
fornia aggregated. The construction of the 
work will, very soon after its completion, 
give to the district the ability to build re­ 
servoirs and store water for abnormally dry 
seasons, and thus the streams upon which 
the irrigation will he dependent can he 
fortified by a reserve of storage. A canvass 
of the district is now being made by what 
is known as the Maxwell committee, upon 
the showing th at for every dollar of cost 
per acre there will be immediate enhance­ 
m ent of values many fold. 
The time is 
ripe for bringing every acre of land in the 
valley to its highest possibility of produc­ 
tion, and to test the capacity of the valley 
for population. 
Under the fertilizing in­ 
fluences of water upon the lands there will 
be invited to them the very class of pro­ 
ducing population we most need. 
Irriga­ 
tion for the valley will do far more for it 
than it has done in the south, or in our 
own foothills. 
It will put thousands of 
people where there are now hut hundreds; 
it will augment production and consump­ 
tion to a degree that will build up the 
towns and cities of the interior w ith m ar­ 
velous rapidity and upon a stable basis. 
We have, with lost waters that now annu­ 
ally flow over into our basins from rivers, 
creeks and coast mountain streams, the 
ability to bring every acre of valley land 
to a high state of cultivation far in excess 
of anything at present known, for all the 
other influences are favorable, and only 
water artificially applied is now needed. 
\ \ ith us this need is not and never can be 
so great as in Southern California. 
We 
have a guarantee of rainfall not enjoyed 
th ere; a total failure of crops with us is 
unknow n; the development thus far had 
has been without irrigation to any large 
.extent. 
W hat then, under these condi­ 
tions, w ill it be with water brought to the 
land ? 
I t is believed the cost of the valley 
• irrigation scheme will be about $2 50 per 
acre—probably an excessive estimate. Hut 
even at that, it is a bagatelle of outlay 
compared to the beneficial results that 
must fow, and of which Sacramento will 
have an exceeding large share. 
W ith 
water where needed in the valley, water 
already supplied in the footbilis, uud new 
■schemes eu foot to m ultiply the supply, 
an d with carrying ditches aud canals north 
o f the American river, we have reason to 


lo o k forward.<0 a “ boom” for the Sacra- 
gnento valley iliat will put it upon the 
topmost wave of prosperity, and open the 
eyes of the world to th e tru th of the long- 
prcsented claims of all this section more 
effectaaliy than any other means we can 
cuinlov.

THE GREAT FIRE. 


The burning of the Hotel Del Monte at 
M onterey is as grievous a loss to the State 
as it is a financial loss to the owners of 
th at property. 
The great hotel and its 
beautiful grounds had attained a world­ 
wide fame. 
In many respects the State 
was best known by relation to this magnifi­ 
cent property; th at is to say, thousands 
have been attracted to the State prim arily 
by the natural and artificial beauties of 
the spot and its clim atic equability and 
health-inspiring influences. 
There was

A T ram p D a d ly H u rt and ait E n g in eer a n d 
F irem a n R e ce iv e S ev ere C on tu sion s. 
About 7 o'clock Saturday m ornir.g the 
west bound express train met w ith an acci­ 
dent about three miles above Auburn, 
which was of aucb a serious character that 
the only wonder is that it did not term in­ 
ate more disastrously. The train was run­ 
ning in two sections, and 
the second 
section, 
drawn 
by 
two 
locomotives, 
was passing through a cut when the flange 
on one of the wheels under the front, or 
“ pony " truck of the second engine broke, 
and in a lew seconds the engine was off the 
track and partially in the bank. The mail 
car jum ped over the tender, swept the cab 
oft the engine, aud landed across the en­ 
gine. The express car landed on the bank 
about fifteen feet high, and the baggage 
car and first Pullm an left the rails. 
Engi­ 
neer Charles W. Cox, of No. 18, bad a m ir­ 
aculous escape. 
H is reverse lever and 
throttle were twisted out oí his hand, he 
was throw n on the boiler, the end of the 
mail car swept over him and crushed every­ 
thing, the escaping steam struck him , and 
the water tank turning up over him drench­ 
ed him 
w ith cold 
water, saving him 
from being scalded to death. 
His spine 
was injured, and his head and body bruised. 
The fireman, Robert Armstrong^ was car­ 
ried forward by the mail-car in the frag­ 
m ents of th*cab, and fell in front of the en­ 
gine,but in such a m anner that although the 
locomotive passed partly over him, he only 
suffered an injury to the thigh and m inor 
contusions. A tram p, named George W ill­ 
iams, who was stealing a ride between the 
baggage and express cars, had both legs 
broken, one so badly, that it was subse­ 
quently am putated at Auburn, where he 
was taken. He was alive yesterday, but 
his condition is deemed critical. The en­ 
gineer and fireman were brought to Sacra­ 
mento. and are both doing well, though the 
former will be confined to his house for a few 
days. Mail Ageut Gurney suffered some in­ 
juries and had a shoulder dislocated. Mail 
Agent Stevenson was slightly injured, as 
was also Assistant Mail Agent Doe. 
None 
of the passengers were hurt. The first en­ 
gine broke the coupling connecting it with 
the second engine, and went on its way all 
right. The mail-car was knocked into 
fragments and remained resting upon en­ 
gine No. 18 in such a way that the smoke­ 
stack was in the middle of it. The mail 
was very badly damaged in consequence of 
the water from the tender being spilled 
over it. Inform ation of the accident was 
iowarded to Sacram ento,and the wrecking- 
car left imm ediately for the scene of the 
wreck. The work of clearing the track was 
carried on briskly all day and night, but 
it was not u n til’noon yesterday that the 
road was again open to travel. The rail­ 
road company arranged on Saturday for 
a transfer of passengers, etc., but yester­ 
day’s train, coming through in two sec­ 
tions, did not reach Sacramento until about 
2:30 p. M.

ments to the Constitution of the 


State of California, to w it: 


Amendment Number One. 


T o p ro p o n e to th e p e o p le o f tlie S ta te an 
a m e n d m e n t to th e C o n stitu tio n o f th e 
S ta te , re la tiv e to th e J u d ic ia r y D e p a r t­ 
m e n t. 


Jiepolvrd, T hat the Legislature of the State of 
C alifornia, at its regular session, com m encing 
on the th ird day o f January, A. D. eighteen h u n ­ 
dred and eighty-seven, tw o-thirds of all the 
m em bers elected to each of th e two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose th a t Sections tw o an d three, of A rticle 
V L, of th e Constitution ot said 
State, be 
am ended so as to read as follow s: 


S e c t io n 2. The Suprem e Court shall consist ot 
seven Justices. The Associate Justices o f the 
Suprem e Court, in office at the tim e of th e adop­ 
tion of this am endm ent to th e Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices ot the tu - 
prem e Court for the rem ainder of the term s to 
w hich they w ere respectively elected. The Ju s­ 
tices shall elect one of th eir num ber to be C hief 
Justice, and he shall hold th e office o f Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of two years. 
At th e expiration of the term of the C hief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices Bhall elect a C hief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of th e election of 
such Chief Justice sh all be m ade in th e m inutes 
of the Court and signed by four Justices. W hen­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
C hief Justice, a like election sh all be had to 
fill such office for the unexpired term . T he Su 
prem e Court m ay sit in departm ents or in bank, 
and shall alw ays be open tor the transaction of 
business. There sh all be tw o departm ents, de­ 
nom inated respectively, D epartm ent One and 
D epaitm ent Two. The C hief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to eacli departm ent, and 
such assignm ent m aybe changed by him from 
tim e to tim e. The Justices shall be com petent to 
sit in either departm ent, and m ay interchange 
w ith each other by agreem ent am ong them ­ 
selves or as ordered by th e C hief J ustice. Each 
of th e departm ents shall have the pow er to hear 
and determ ine causes an d oil questions arising 
therein, subject to th e provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to the Court in bank. Tlie 
presence o f tbree Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either o f th e depart­ 
m ents, except such us m ay be done at cham ­ 
bers, and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
be necessary to pronounce a judgm ent. The 
C hief Justice shall apportion th e business to 
the departm ents, and m ay, in his discretion, 
order any cause pending before th e Court to be 
heard aud decided by the Court in bank. T he 
order m ay be m ade before or alter judgm ent 
pronounced by a departm ent; bu t w here a cause 
nas been allotted to one of the departm ents, and 
a ju d g m ert pronounced thereon, th eo rd erm u sl 
be m ade w ithin th irty days after such judgm ent, 
and concurred in by two Justices, and if so 
m ade it shall have th e efiect to vacate and set 
aside the judgm ent. Any four Justices m ay, 
eith er before <*r after judgm ent by a depart­ 
m ent, order a case to be heard in bank. If the 
order be not m ade w ithin th e tim e above lim ­ 
ited, th e judgm ent shall be final. No judgm ent 
by a departm ent shall becom e final u ntil the 
expiration of the period ot th irty days a cre- 
said, unless approved by the C hief Justice, in 
w riting, w ith the concurrence o f two Justices. 
The C hief Justice m ay convene th e Court in 
bank at auy tim e, and sh all be th e presid­ 
ing Justice of the Court 
w hen 
so 
con­ 
vened. 
The 
concurrence 
of 
four 
Jus­ 
tices present at 
the 
argum ent 
sh all 
be 
necessary to pronounce a judgm ent in b a n k ; 
but if four Justices, so present, no not concur in 
a judgm ent, then all the Justices qualified to sit 
in the cause shall hear the arg u m e n t; but to 
render a judgm ent a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be necessary. In the detenuination of 
causes all decisions of the Court in bank, or in 
departm ents, shall be given in w riting, and the 
grotm dsof the decision shall be stated. The 
Chief Justice m ay sit in either departm ent, and 
shall preside w hen so siting, but th e Justices 
assigned to each departm ent shall select one of 
their num ber as presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence of the Chief Justice from the place 
at w hich the Court is held, or his inability to 
act, the Associate Justices shall select o re of 
th eir own num ber to perform the duties and ex ­ 
ercise the powers o! the C hief Justice duriug 
such absence or inability to Ret. The Suprem e 
Court Commission, created by th e Act o f the 
Legislature approved March tw elfth, eighteen 
h undred an d eighty-five, shall continue and be 
a Suprem e Court Commission for four years after 
the adoption of this am endm ent. Said Com­ 
mission m ay be 
continued 
for such 
tim e 
thereafter 
as m ay 
be 
fixed 
by an 
Act 
passed 
by 
a 
vote 
of 
tw o-thirds of the 
elected 
m em bers 
o f each 
House 
of the 
Legislature, and approved by tlie Governor. 
The m em bers thereof and Secretary shall be ap­ 
pointed as in said Act provided; and such Com­ 
m issioners shall be subject to rem oval in like 
m anner as Judges of th e Suprem e Court. Said 
Commission shall have the sam e power to hear 
and determ ine causes possessed by n d ep art­ 
m ent of th e Suprem e Court; and causes m ay be 
assigned to the Commission in th e sam e m an­ 
n er they are assigned to a departm ent, and after 
decision they m ay be ordered heard in bank in 
the sam e way, and w ith like restrictions os if 
decided in departm ent. The judgm ents of the 
Commission shall be entered as th e judgm ents 
of the Court. Tbe Commission shall sit at such 
tim es aud places as m ay be designated by the 
Court, but such Commissioners shall not exer­ 
cise any judicial functions except w hen assem ­ 
bled as a Commission, and then they shall only 
have the pow er to h ear and determ ine such 
causes as m ay have been assigned to them . 


Section 3. The Justices of the Suprem e Court 
shall be elected by th e qualified electors of the 
State at large, at the general State elections, and 
the tim es and places at w hich State officers arc 
elected; and the ten n of office shall be tw elve 
years from and after the fli>t Monday after the 
first day of January n ex t succeeding th eir elec­ 
tion. T’hrec Justices shall be elected for the full 
term at the ceneral State election held in eight­ 
een hundred and ninety: and at the general elec­ 
tion held every fourth year thereafter, two 
Justices shall be elected for full term s of tw elve 
years, except th at in every tw elfth year th ere­ 
after, three Justices shall be elected for full 
term s. If th e Chief Justice, or any Justice, b e­ 
com es perm anently disqualified, either m en­ 
tally or physically, to perform th e duties of his 
office, and "such fact Is certified to the Governor 
by five Justices, one of whom m ay be the Chief 
Justice in case of th e disability of a Justice, the 
office of such disqualified person becom es im ­ 
m ediately vacant, and he snail be paid a retir­ 
ing salary of two hundred and fifty (250) dollars 
per m onth for the rem ainder of his term . If a 
vacancy exist or occur in th e office o f a Justice, 
the Governor shall appoint a person to hold th e 
office for th e rem ainder o f the unexpired term .

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 
BOARD OF HEALTH. 
Dr. U. L. M chol. Elected Health OtHcer 
—Reports Tor March. 
The City Board of Health held their reg­ 
ular month'y meeting Saturday evening at 
the office of Dr. J. R. Laine, all the mem­ 
bers present. 
Dr. F. L. Atkinson reported the follow 
ing as the rates of burial for dead animals : 
Horses, $5; dogs, $1; cats, 50 cents; chick­ 
ens, 25 cents. 
For the month of March the Health Of­ 
ficer also reported as follows: Nuisances 
abated in Chinatown, 20; city at large, 190; 
cesspools and vaults inspected, 08; cleaned, 
10; ventilators constructed, 13; new vaults 
and cesspools inspected, 11; basements and 
low lots filled, 3; waste soil and overflow 
pipes built, 21; patent closets constructed, 
9 ; dead animals buried, 80. 
The City Physician Dr. Parkinson, re­ 
ported 130 cases treated at the City Dispen­ 
sary during the month of MardU." 
City Plumber, H. W. Decker, reported 
50 plumbing examinations for the month. 
The Superintendent reported interment 
of 28, and 4 still-born. 
The terms of the old Board having ex­ 
pired, the new Board, which consists of the 
old Board in its entirety, organized by the 
election of Dr. Laine as President, Dr. H. 
L. Nichols Secretary and H. W. Decker 
Plumbing Inspector. 
Dr. F. L. Atkinson refused to longer 
serve in the capacity of Health Officer, as 
it would seriously interfere with his pro­ 
fessional practice. 
Dr. H. L. Nichols was placed in nomi­ 
nation tor Health Officer and unanimously 
elected. 
Complimentary remarks relative to the 
efficiency of Dr. F. L. Atkinson, the out­ 
going Health Officer, were made by all the 
members of the Board, and they were 
unanimous in saying that he had in the 
faithful and honest discharge of his duty 
fully carried out the trust reposed in him. 
When each member had personally spoken 
upon this question. a unanimous vote of 
thanks was tendered Dr. Atkinson for the 
able, impartial and conscientious .manner 
in which be had discharged his arduous 
duties, in the face of much uncalled-for and 
silly opposition, and the continuous and 
stubborn opposition to him by some and 
the stumbling-blocks thrown in his way. 
Dr. Atkinson made a brief reply, thank­ 
ing the Board for the unanimous compli­ 
ment, and.the expression of confidence re­ 
posed in him despite malicious and slan­ 
derous reports concerning him, which had 
been made through a portion of the press. 
However, the press referred to could not 
hurt him. He had endeavored to do his 
duty conscientiously and to the best of his 
ability, and he was glad to know that his 
efforts met with the approval of the entire 
Board. 
The sanitary condition of the city was 
discussed at some length and was said to 
be comparatively good. The part of the 
city designated as Chinatown was, as it 
usually is, severely condemned as being a 
festering sore in the heart of the city; a 
“ thing ” that stood in the way of building 
improvements for several contiguous 
blocks; something that gave visitors a 
wrong impression regarding the city, and 
one of the principal drawbacks to the long 
looked for boom. It was stated that par­ 
ties wiio rented to the Chinese received a 
monthly rental of upwards of $4,000 and 
they stood in the way of every much need­ 
ed and proposed reform. They were always 
to be found op .osing with all the influence 
that could be brought to bear, every en­ 
deavor to remedy existing evils where any 
expense would be entailed upon them. 
One doctor suggested that there was not 
much hope in that quarter until it was 
“ Del Montecoed.” 
Polio© Matters. 
At their meeting Saturday morning the 
Police Commissioners resolved—Commis­ 
sioners Buckley and Dillman voting in 
the affirmative and Commissioner Gregory 
in the negative—to elect a full force of 
fifteen officers, and when a ballot was taken 
the following were chosen, viz : McLaugh­ 
lin, liider, O'Meara, McCormack, Leavy, 
Sullivan, Farrell, Rowland, Ash, Frazee, 
Abel, Rice, Lowell, Carroll and Franks.

The grounds were in superb order. The 
visiting club appeared in a new unnorm of 
light gray, with red trimmings and red 
bells and' stockings. The Altas have not 
received their new uniforms yet. but made 
a good appearance in those worn hereto­ 
fore. Their nine was not as good as had 
been expected, Al. Mast being unable to 
play in consequence of illness, and W. W. 
Lovett, l he new pitcher, failing to arrive in 
time to take part in the game because of 
the railroad accident at Auburn. Mc­ 
Laughlin was late in arriving on the 
ground, and there was no opportunity for a 
preliminary practice with Borchers, who 
was to pitch, which may to some extent 
account for the latter’s bad showing dur­ 
ing the first inning. It was the impression 
of many who saw the game that the 
Greenhood & Moran nine is stronger than 
it was last season, and under better disci­ 
pline.

ESCAPE FROM JAIL. 
Two Prisoners Leave the County Jail by 
a Short Route—One Recaptured. - 
Yesterday morning E. L. Cox, under 
sentence ot one year's imprisonment in 
the County Jail, for an assault with a 
deadly weapon upon J. Senn, whom he 
wounded in the head with a pistol shot 
several months ago, and Geo. Van Kleek, 
serving a term of six months, for obtaining 
money under false pretenses, escaped from 
the jail by climbing over the wall of the 
jail yard. Deputy Sheriff Blair, who was 
in charge of the jail at the time, had just 
stepped from the yard into the stable, 
where a man was at work, but before he 
left the yard Cox inquired of him what 
time it was, and was answered nine min­ 
utes to 11. The officer was only absent two 
or three minutes, and on his returning 
to the tnclosure he saw a hat near 
the top ol the wall, and almost immedi­ 
ately heard some one walking on the roof 
of the kitchen. He called to a trusty to 
bring a ladder, climbed to the roof, and 
arrived there in season to see Cox jump 
down into a vacant lot back of the Hall of 
Records building. Van Kleek was out of 
sight. Marks made by the two men in 
escaping showed that they had accom­ 
plished it by taking advantage of the 
hinges and other projections of a large iron 
door opening from the jail yard into the 
alley. Not long afterwards "Deputy Con­ 
stable Swift had his attention called by 
some boys to Cox, who was walking along 
Sixth street, as the youngsters had seen 
him make his jump. He went tip to Cox 
and spoke to him in a friendly way, but 
the fugitive took to his heels. He was pur­ 
sued to the alley back of St. Rose Church 
by Swift and officer O’Meara, who had 
come up in good season, and was there 
caught. Van Kleek is still at large. 
Value In Corn-Cobs. 
If the recent invention or discovery made 
by Thad. S. Fitch, of Lincoln, Placer 
county, proves to be what he claims for it, 
a new and important use is about to be ap­ 
plied to the present rejected corn-cob. Mr. 
Fitch was in Sacramento on Saturday with 
samples of pulp or powder, produced by 
grinding the cobs, and which he maintains 
is equal if not superior to cork-dust for the 
purpose of packing fruit for long distance 
shipment. The new material is certainly 
as light, if not lighter than cork-dust, and 
will not impart the least possible smell nor 
flavor to the fruit, being in this regard even 
preferable to ground cork. A patent lias 
been applied for by Mr. Fitch, and his dis­ 
covery. if it stands the test of practical ex- 
erience, will not only result profitably to 
value for fruii 
imself but be of immense value for fruit 
shipping and for packing purposes gene- 
ally.

As regards gathering statistics of amount ot 
irrigable land in the county, your committee 
have not had opportunity to complete, having 
devoted their i lme almost wholly in investigating 
the various systems o* water supply available 
for our necessities. Wc have, however, pro­ 
cured the statistics gathered by a similar com­ 
mittee ol three years ago, which said committee 
considered to be incomplete, as large sections 
of our comity, in the irrigable districts, were not 
reported upon the list. Statements, however, 
have been taken from «water agents, assuring us 
that not less than 5,000 inches will he wanted, 
below Auburn alone, in the near future, and 
more within five years. 
Taking the list as gix-en us by the said com­ 
mittee ot three venr* ago, we gather the infor­ 
mation from 165 perau&s, re orting they had 
used 213 inches at 35 cents per inch: but they 
would.agree to take tbcutoxt season 900 inches, 
if given clear water at 20 cents per inch. They 
reported 1,501 n-res t.keu 
irrigated, and an 
owners!Jp of 17,288 acres susceptible of irriga­ 
tion. 
Thus we will not- 
with interest Che 
marked difference batwoftirthe amount of water 
then being used at 35 cent#' per inch, and the 
amount pledged to be tskeu «t a reduction in 
price to tJ cents per inch, being an increase of 
about 381 per cent, on the am ount then in use. 
We also note the marked difference in acreage 
be.ween the amount irrigated then and rite 
amount owned by these par»* capable of being 
irrigated, viz ; I,¿01 acres irrigated and 17.28k. 
acres capable of being irrigated, being only 
about 8*6 per rent, irrigated to the total amount. ] 
We would further cull yottr.aUtv.tion to the fact j 
that the dak*, above given i* .from a small per- 
ceutage of our irrigators; fur when we consider 
that there ajv 23.04“ acres in a i urgió township, 
and only 17jkvS acres, or only abovi three-uuar- 
ters of a tor nship reported fruri the whole 
county, we sec at once that the .number report­ 
ing are but a tm all proportion

ber.

T ow ne C oncerning th e New Law . 
T he 
follow ing 
letter 
from 
G eneral 
M anager A. N. Towne, of th e Southern 
Pacific Com pany, to a prom inent business 
m an of San Francisco, upon the interstate 
com m erce law , w ill be of interest to our 
T rad ers: 
Pear Sir: I regret that I was so much occu­ 
pied yesterday afternoon that I was not able to 
give you answers to some of your questions 
relative to the workings of the interstate law, 
and in fulfilling my promise to write you on the 
subject, I do so merely to throw out some hints 
regarding a subject I know so little about. 
I am not unmindful of the demoralized con­ 
dition of things at the present time pertaining 
to t>*e carrier* and their patrons, blit the press 
and }»coplc must be patient and wait. Order 
cannot be brought out of chaos in a moment. 
Sucli an enormous amount of work as is neces­ 
sary to change the tariffs from what they were 
to those which must prevail under the new law' 
requires time. We hear compluints of an ad­ 
vance of rates on freight to high figures to and 
from the Pacific slope. This is not true in the 
common acceptance of the term. 
The only 
rates to go into effect under the law are sub­ 
stantially a combination of various local rates 
over connecting lines, with a considerable per­ 
centage of reduction on long hauls. This tariff 
is all right, and substantially what it has been 
in the past: and the public and the roads will 
be ull right if the latter can be assured of safety 
in establishing a competitive tariff, to enable 
the people here to ship at low rates, as hereto­ 
fore, until the much-vexed question of the long- 
an«i-short-haul provisions is disposed of by the 
Commissioners. 
Let any one read some of the sections of this 
law carefully and ask themselves if they would 
care to take the chances, as a railroad company 
must, of having 100 or more suits per day filed 
ugainst them. As an illustration, let the roads, 
under the law, take a carload of freight from 
New York to San Francisco, at say §1 per 100 
pounds, to meet ocean competition, and at the 
same tim e take along another car for Denver, 
say at 81 50 per hundred pounds. The Denver 
merchant would doubtless, under his construc­ 
tion of the law, at once set his lawyer at work— 
at the expense of the railroad company, so far 
as fees are concerned—and at the same time, 
perhaps, manage to have his own clerks drawn 
as jurymen; this action to come up before a local 
Court, who might be more or less imbued with 
the false theory that the lesser distance should 
not be charged for at a higher rate than one 
more remote, even though the latter may have 
natural facilities and active competition, all 
beyond the reach of the law. 
With these things ever before us, no one w ill 
wonder that we are admonished to move with 
great caution. 
I am aware that the most serious apprehen­ 
sions are entertained by many relative to the 
results to come out of this new law, largely on 
account of the vague aud ambiguous wording 
of some of its sections. For instance, take the 
term “ substantially similar circumstances and 
conditions 
this must be given the most liberal 
construction by the Commissioners or the Courts. 
I say by the Commissioners or the Courts, for 
the reason that the roads cannot safely inter­ 
pret this clause, however much they may de­ 
sire to do so ; and the heavy and cumulative 
penalties imposed in every ease for a violation 
of the law will ever be before the carrier; and 
for this reason alone you will see that it is a 
question which must be determined by others. 
And their rulings must be clearly in favor of a 
tariff'which will meet the rates quoted by car­ 
riers not subject to the law. I say must, for the 
reason that the public cannot and will not con­ 
sent to go back to the old-time routes of car­ 
riage, so long as the modern and expeditious 
methods can be opened up again under a liberal 
construction of the law. In fact, the practical 
laws governing the movement of traffic for the 
past, which has come up with the growth and 
settlement of the country, must be ihe basis for 
1 he movement of commerce in the future, and 
ihe sooner this i? settled the better it will be for 
the public and the roads as well. 
The carriers are diligently at work, and will 
be ready to present to the Commissioners in 
good time an appeal for recognition ofthe prin­ 
ciple that wn er competition must be met by 
the roads, and the shippers, backed by the press 
of this coast, should at once make themselves 
clearly understood in their demands for an 
honest, reasonable and intelligent interpreta­ 
tion of this much-tangled question relating to 
long and short hauls. There was much discus­ 
sion in Congress over this ambiguous section of 
the law, yet for some reason a clear definition 
was not arrived at, or there would likely have 
been a change in the wording, making it so 
clear that any one with fair reasoning capacity 
would have understood it. One is almost per­ 
suaded that the obscure language was chosen 
for two purposes : First, to convince the people 
of the interior that they were to be favored by a 
reduction of rates based on and brought down 
to the level of the through competitive rates, 
and thereby attempting lo satisfy an unreason­ 
able clam or; and, second, to as-ure at the same 
time those favored by the laws of nature and by 
their geographical position that they, too,would 
be protected by their dissimilarly situated con­ 
dition. And since this was left undecided, who, 
except-the Commissioners or the Courts, was to 
determine it and what degree of elasticity in 
the interpretation of it would be necessary to 
accomplish l*oth, and satisfy the people of the 
interior of this vast country, and (hose os well 
on the great water ways? 
The carriers have 110 right to place a less 
favorably-^luutcd 
r on i a equality with 
one more favorably situated; neither has Con­ 
gress this right: and it is not a good, square 
business proposition when applied to tranm rta- 
tioa. The people of the most favored localities, 
namely, those on the coast and along the great 
•water' ways of the interior, make their own 
best rates with the carriers by water, and the 
railroads most accept this rate as their own tor 
such competitive traffic, cqitliey caunot expect 
to take it; therefore thereIPno reason nor jus 
tice in the idea that non-competitive places 
should be favorably considered in the m atter of 
rate" as those places where competition exists. 
Yet this is what the law makers hoped to ac­ 
complish. and what the shipper of the interior 
of the country expected. 
The traffic between 
the two seaboards for the last few years has 
been largely diverted from the ocean to the 
railroad by offering the merchant low rates 
and rapid transit. This is what the shippers 
here and the carriers want now under the pro­ 
visions of the new law, and both look for 
a decision accordingly, from the Commissioners 
or the Courts; until that is reached there will 
c.»me m uch harm and embarraorneut. But wc 
here will not be alone in our trouble; the whole 
country, compelled w> suddenly to adapt itself 
¿0 impractical methods for regulation, cannot 
avoid the evils which are sure to follow; and 
to o sooner the Commissioners get together and 
rran t the exemption necessary to relieve the 
arricrs, the better it will be for all. 
2t is uot true, as charged by some, that the 
railroads are doing all iu their power to make 
tbc law odious; on the contrary, the roads are 
doing all in their power to weave the web of 
theirideas it to the w hole knotty fabric ia such 
a m anner as to make the final product harmo­ 
nious and without flaw. 
There are other fallacious idcus embodied in 
the Jav. in its attempt to regulate carriers under 
the pretense of regulating commerce, from 
wháeh.confusion and demoralization must come; 
yet ihe .principal thing necessary for us over 
here is ajsatisfactory dir position of the question 
above particularly referred to.

TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES. 


DOMESTIC. 
J. C. W irks, of Queen City, Texas, better 
know n as “ Buckskin Joe,” has started an­ 
other Oklahoma boom. 
It is stated on w hat is believed to be true 
authority that there will soon be published 
a novel on W ashington society from the 
pen of Mrs. General Logan. 
Burglars entered St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church at Xewburyport on Friday night 
and stole the silver communion service and 
other articles of silver valued at several 
hundred dollars. 
George K. Sistare & Son, New York bro­ 
kers, have been notified that their Detroit 
agent, A lexander M. Stanton, left for parts 
unknown. 
From all indications it seems 
that there is a shortage of $50,000. 
It is charged by the Utica press that the 
business of slaughtering calves from one 
hour lo three days old is extensively carried 
on in H erkim er county, N. Y. They are 
then shipped to New Y ork and put up as 
canned chicken. 
At Baílalo on April 2, 18SG, Bryant B. 
Crandall, a well-known real estate dealer 
of New York, was reported missing, having 
left his hom e the day previous. 
It was 
supposed that he had committed suicide, 
but he lately turned up at Los Angeles, 
Cal. 
At the debate of the Harvard Union held 
Thursday evening a large and enthusiastic 
body of students turned out to hear dis­ 
cussed the following question: “ Resolved, 
that the best interests of the Republican 
party require in 1888 the nom ination of 
Jam es G. Blaine.” The affirmative carried. 
The Democratic nom inee for City Attor­ 
ney of Chicago, C. F. Mallen, the last re­ 
maining candidate on the ticket, withdrew 
Saturday night. The nominees of the Dem­ 
ocrats for W est Town offices withdrew in a 
bodv, but learning that the U nited Labor 
Committee claimed that the withdrawals 
were in favor of the labor candidates, as­ 
sembled again and decided to run as an 
aid to the Republicans. 
FOREIGN. 
The Czar has assured M. deG iers, the 
Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs, that 
he retains the Czar’s fullest confidence. 
The three persons who were concerned 
in the attem pt to assassinate the Czar by 
means of bombs in St. Petersburg on 
March 13th, were hanged Thursday m orn­ 
ing. 
The fine Roman am phitheatre at Poix, 
in Austria, on the Adriatic, suddenly col­ 
lapsed on Saturday and fell into an ini-- 
mense chasm which opened on its side. 
From this chasm vapors are emitted. 
A catalogue of the French crown jewels 
to be sold at the Tuileries. beginning May 
12th, has been issued. The entire collec­ 
tion is valued at 21,367,040 francs. The 
gems are divided into forty-eight lots. 
Dorney, the Irish Constable who threw 
down his arms and refused to obey orders 
and take part in the arrest of Father Iiyan, 
has been dismissed from the force. The 
Government has decided not to prosecute 
him . 
No further particulars have been re­ 
ceived concerning the steamer Eagle disas­ 
ter. The steam er Aurora has been dis­ 
patched to the scene. 
Hopes are enter­ 
tained that some of the Eagle’s crew are 
still alive. 
Daniel Manning, who is now at Bourne­ 
mouth, England, is not seriously ill. H e 
has been staying at Meridale Hall, Bourne­ 
mouth, since last Sunday. 
He is suffering 
from heart complaint, but his m alady is 
not serious enough to prevent hitn from 
driving out daily. 
A party of Newfoundland scalers went 
from the shore of the channel on the west 
coast of Newfoundland on a sealing expedi­ 
tion. The ice moved seaward, carrying 
the men with it. Two bodies have been 
recovered front the icefioe. The men had 
been frozen to death. 
PACIFIC COAST. 
Hugh Fowler murdered a woman named 
Millie Adams in a house of ill-famc at 
Hanford, on Saturday, and then took his 
own life. 
W illiams, the m urderer of Sidney Clark, 
in Monticello, Napa county, was found 
guilty 
of m urder in 
the first degree, 
with the result of im prisonm ent for life. 
The agitation which has been going on 
for two weeks past among Suisnri citizens 
has culm inated by the organization of a 
Board of Trade for Snisun and the sur­ 
rounding valleys. 
Burton W. H all left Redding on the 21st 
of last November, intending to go to Te­ 
ham a to work on the railroad bridge there. 
H e was seen there on the 22d, since which 
tim e he has not been heard of. 
E. W . Jam es, who shot and 
killed 
Mrs. Newton at Albina, Or., six weeks 
since, by pointing a gun at her which he 
did nct suppose was loaded, to frighten her, 
has been sentenced to the penitentiary for 
one year. 
Lieutenant-Governor W aterm an was re­ 
ceived by the citizens of San Bernardino, 
irrespective of political opinions, among 
whom were a sprinkling of Los Angeles 
county people, upon his return home on 
Friday night. 
The steam ship Mexico struck a sunken 
rock on Belts Chain reef, off the coast 
of W ashington Territory, at 12 o'clock 
Thursday night, during thick weather. 
Captain Dan Morrison was the pilot. The 
ship was coal-laden from Nanaimo, Brit­ 
ish Columbia, to Fort Townsend and Seat­ 
tle. She is probably a total loss. There 
were no passengers, and no lives were lost. 
J. M. Lightfoot attended a ball at Santa 
Monica W ednesday night. 
Early Thurs­ 
day m orning he was found lying on the 
beach badly hurt. There was a large gash 
cut in his throat. 
It is supposed he fell 
down the cliff, though the fact that $10 is 
missing points to robbery. 
Upon recover­ 
ing consciousness he said that all he re­ 
membered was suddenly losing conscious­ 
ness and falling.
